Involved — Conger's Course Opposed 
to Administration's Wishes. 
Washington, Nov. 27.— Like a thunder- 


belt from a clear sky came the tidings to 
Washington of the sudden ajrreejnent of 
the ministers in Peking upon a protocol 
t-mbodyiug severe terms for China. At 
the very moment whc-u the United States 
was soekiug to secure n moderation of the 
demands and when most of the other 
governments had siveu encouragement 
the ministers suddenly adopted demands 
that practically do not differ from those 
suggested several weeks ago. 


The administration js considering the 


two courses that are open to it. One is 
to assent to the demands formulated by 
the- ministers in order to maintain the 
concert of action. The other is to repu- 
diate Mr. Conger's' action, withdraw from 
the concert and begin independent nego- 


Bitween these two courses only one 


choice is possible, according to the view 
taken at the White House. Thut is thut 
co-operation •nith the powers must con- 
tinue. Tho president is apparently un- 
willing to abandon the concert, believing 
be can beat sene the ends he is seeking 
by remaining and trying to modify the 
terms as now referred to the powers for 
their assent. 


These terms include: Execution of 11 


princes and officials already designated, 
indemnity for murder of foreigners and 
damage to their property, with reim- 
bursement of foreign governments for 
military expenses and compensation for 
native Christians employed by foreigners;

ers by imperial proclamation, punishment 
in future of oliicloN failing to protect for- 
eigners and mixpi'iision of provincial ex- 
aminations for five yearn.

oomed grim Vesuvius, the destined de- 
stroyer. Close by flowed the rixer Saruo, 
ivhich wab crossed by a bridge.

many of whom had villas there. Cicero 
iud a handsome "cottage," as it would 
now be called, and the imperial family 
naintained a palace close by. The villas 
were mostly on the high ground back of 
the town toward Vesuvius and facing the 
sen. 


Small earthquakes were frequent, but 


not much, was thought of them. On the 
5th day -of February in the year 03 A. 1). 
:here cnmo a tremendous shock, which 
was a warning of what was to follow. It 
throw down a large part of the city, in- 
cluding the beautiful temples of Jupitci, 
Apollo aud Ibis, but most of the damage 


icpaired by the time of the great ca- 


tastrophe. 


The eruption which was destined to be- 


so niemoiciblc began caily in the moiuing 
of Feb. 24, 70 A. D. Spectators looking 
from a gioat distance MIW a mighty'cloud 
bpiead niul overhang the city likt- a va*t 
and ominous umbiclla. There was> still 
plenty of time to got away in safety, and 
doubtless a majority ot the people did 
escape before the impending volcanic 
htoiiu begun. Judging from the number 
ot skeletons thus far discovered it s>ooins 
probable that not more than about 2,000 
persons actually perUboil. 
How ex or. a 


gieat ninny xvho attempted to leave in 
boats may have lost thoir lives.

It must then hnxo been almost 
too-late for anybody xvho ronuiinod in the 
city to get awuy. 
Repealed shocks of 


enrthiiunke contributed to the honor of 
the scone, incidentally demolishing tho 
bridge over the Sarno und so shutting off 
escape in that direction. Moan while i i x 
ers of pumice mixed \\ith xvater (lowed 
down tho blopo of Vesuvius on the othoi 
siiltf and overxvhelmod the neighboring 
Ilcmilaneum. 


Tho puniico foil in Pompeii until the 


streets of tho city xxere covered eight to 
ton feet deep xvith it. Its x\eight bioko 
in the rout's of many of the houses, ami 
the destruction of lives must have :ihend> 
been frightful. 
Nevertheless many uf 


the people btill surxivoJ, seekitog refuge 
in cellars, and other &uch places of 10- 
treat. 
They must have imagined that 


there xvab still hope xvhpn eaily in tho 
morning of the next day (Feb. 25) there 
came a gient shock, and ashes begun fall 
ing in n continuous shoxvcr xvith the rain. 
Though dny had arrived it grexv darker 
than over, if possible, a cloud of frightful 
blackness settling doxvn over the land, 
while the lightning and thunder were up 
palling. Shock folloxved shock, and the 
survivors tiHist at last have concluded 
that their lust hour was at hand. Such 
xvos ip truth the case. The stouni of ash 
es Insto'd nearly all day lortg. They drift 
ed in through'the windoxvs of the houses 
and suffocated all xvho remained alive. 
They covered the city with a sheet of 
death sis to seven feet thick. 


Thus \viis completed the destruction of 


Pompeii. When it was all over, the roofs 
of many of the houses still emerged above 
the volcanic debris which had over- 
whelmed tho city, Ilerculanouui, boxve'v- 
er, had xvholly disappeared under the 
streams of mud, G5 feet deep, in spots, 
which had Uoxved over it. This mud, be- 
ing n sort of natural concrete, soon hard- 
ened into stone, which is today of such 
solidity as to make excaxatiou xvork ex- 
tremely difficult.—Washington Post.

dqwu hill s.ide has power enough to pull 
all the ioe out of the pond without stop- 
ping. and thousands of tons of latent en- 
erg.; is left over. 


This surplus force is controlled by two 


mm who stand on top of the hill and ap- 
ply pow erf ul - brakes until the proper 
speod is secured, after which the machin- 
ery inns itself. 


If some one with a malicious turn of 


mind shpuld bore through the base of the 
hill Midi an nrtcsiiin drill and strike the 
bottom of the pond, the water pressure 
vi uuld soon force a large hole through the 
gravel, and Walker's pond, which is 
throe miles long by a half mile wide, 
would be \viped from the map of Maine. 


The historically famous Bagaduce riv- 


er, the outlet of tho pond and the divid- 
ing lino between Brooksville, on the in- 
terior, and Sedgwick, Penobscot and Cas- 
tino. on the outside, would also cease to 
exist. 


So long as Walker's pond yields excel- 


lent perch, pickerel and alewives, ia addi- 
tion to ice that can be shipped the year 
round, and so long as the Bagaduce fur- 
nishes tons of smelts and thousands of 
musKiat pelts every year this interesting 
but melancholy experiment will not be 
tr ied.— -Boston Globe.

Negro minstrelsy today has settled into 


a regular thing. People go to a show, en- 
joy it, .memorize the "gags," work them 
oft' with an unconscious and spontaneous 
air on less fortunate friends, and tUen 
wait for the return of the*show to lay in 
a new supply. But there was a time 
when minstrelsy -had a beginning, just 
like the earth and Adam and Eve, and it 
was a beginning with a boom, and every- 
thing else gave way before it. 


There is some disagreement as to which 


was the first minstrel organization, but 
undoubtedly it was Christy's minstrels 
that first spread the fame of th» organ- 
ized troupe and made an impression on 
the country. And us for its impression 
on the old world, where the band made 
its home for several years, Thackeray 
himself stands witness. Christy became 
synonymous with the word minstrel, as 
my own experience well attests. 


A minstrel in this country has the satis- 


faction of knowing that he is working: in 
u kind of amusement that is the genuine 
product of America. I suppose, however, 
that Shakespeare put the first negro on 
tlie stage (a Moor to him -was a negro), 
but Othello was not a minstrel; he played 
a heavier line of business. From almost 
the beginning of American stage history 
there were negroes of the minstrel varie- 
ty impersonated on the stage, though it 
was not until about the lortied that they 
were organized into bands. Some of tha 
greatest actors of later days had their, 
experience as minstrels, among them Joe 
Jefferson and Edwin Forrest. 


Forrest was given a negro "song and 


dance act" to do when he was very young, 
and after he had studied it up he asked 
where was the "old negro lady" that was- 
to act as his assistant in the piece. The 
management tried several of the women 
who were members of the company, but 
none of them would consent to blacken 
up, and, in fact, they were very indignant 
over the proposition. The actor, however, 
was not easily discouraged, and on the 
night of the first performance he black- 
ened up and went around the corner to an 
old negro woman who did his washing. 


"Hello, Dinah!" he said on entering. 


"How you be er feellu dis bery fine 
ebeniug?" 


"Hello, yo'!" replied the African lady. 
" 'Pears to me yo' am er bery fresh nig- 
ger." 


"1'zo no nigger," answered Forrest. 


And then, time being rather short, he as- 
sumed his natural voice and told Dinuh, 
much to her surprise, that he was For- 
rest, the actor, and that he wanted her 
to go on the stage with him that night 
and laugh loudly at frequent intervals, 
which was all the female part called for. 
Tho two made a gruat hit and were kept 
on for some time, which goes to show 
that Forrest might have been a Rood 
minstrel had he been of an ambitious 
nature.

It is no longer called the "jaunting," 


but the outside car, and there is another 
charming word lost to the world. There 
was formerly an inside car, too, but it is 
almost unknown in Dublin, though * still 
found in some of the smaller towns. An 
outside car has its wheels practically in- 
side the body of the vehicle* but an inside 
car carries its wheels outside. This defini- 
tion was given us by an Irish driver, but 
lucid definition is not perhaps an Irish- 
man's strong point. 


It is clearer to say that the passenger 


sits outside of the wheels on the one, in- 
side on the other. There are seats for 
two persons over each of the two wheels 
and a "dickey" for the driver in front, 
should he need to use iU Ordinarily he 
sits on one side, driving, while you peroh 
on the other, and thus you jog along, 
each seeing your own side of the road 
and discussing the topics of the day 
across the "well," as the covered in cen- 
ter of the car is called.

"1 started out in life ai a wood engrav- 


er," said a prominent business man ol 
this city, chatting About old timw in Ul 
office the ottor sfttruoon, **a»d little I 
dreamed in then* day* that I would wind 
up in a mercantile establishment. Ia 1872 
I was in New York, and among other odd 
jobs I picked up was an occasional bit 
of engraving on one ot Nnst's cartoons. 
As you will remember, that was the yean 
of the Grant-Greeley presidential cam- 
paign, and Nast's full page political car- 
icatures printed in Harper's Weekly were 
the most widely talked about and sensa- 
tional features of the entire contest. 
Looking ,ba.ck, it, seems incredible that 
any -work of the kind, no matter how 
clever, could have, excited so much inter- 
est and wielded such an influence with 
the public. But you must remember, that 
Nast's drawings were the first great po- 
litical cartoons ever seen in this country, 
and they had all the advantage of out 
and out novelty. 


"However, what I wanted to tell you 


about .was the manner in which they were 
prepared for printing. 
In 1872 modem 


photo engraving was in its extreme in- 
fancy, and all of Nast's pictures were cut 
into boxwood by hand. The blocks upon 
which the pictures were drawn were 
made up of a number of small sections 
mortised together at the edge. 
Each 


block could therefore be separated into 
from a dozen to 25 or 30 diffeient pieces 
and the work of engraving divided among 
a number of men. I used to receive niy 
section from the foreman and take it 
home to cut. He always enjoined me to 
hurry and was in a continual cold sw« at 
lest the paper be delayed by some acci- 
dent to a piece of the block. What ray 
own section contained was purely a mat- 
ter of chance. Sometimes- there was. a 
portrait or two on it and sometimes par t 
of a figure. It was like the 'sliced up' 
puzzles so popular with children. 
. "Mr. Nast had a style of drawing 
very difficult to engrave, and for tli at 
reason it was necessary to divid^ his 
blocks into as many pieces as po^-ii,! , 
otherwise they would never hau- 
!><• u 


finished in time for the press. His - hid- 
ing was expressed entirely by wh.it i'-i- 
Jets call 'cross hatching'—in other v. uil<, 
by parallel lines crossing each oth< t .;', n 
sharp angle, and the labor of g"UKin^ 
out the interspaces on a tough blotk < t 
boxwood was something enormous. Very 
often the engraving of a section would 
deviate slightly from the drawing, and 
the consequence was that the lines would 
not match when the block was reassem- 
bled. The old prints of Nast's cartoons 
are full of grotesque blunders of that 
kind; but, considering the hurry and 
crudity 
of 
method, 
we 
really 
did 


pretty well. A center page plate was 
usually engraved in about four days. Ita 
cost was anywhere from five to ten times 
that of modern photo work."—Exchange. 


The l>ee Penny. 


When the plague last raged in Scot- 


land, iu tho latter part of the seventeeth 
century, the services of the famous Loe 
penny, the heirloom of the Lockharts of 
Lee House, Lanarkshire, were being Con- 
stantly requisitioned as a charm against 
disease. It was also borrowed by the 
municipality of Newcastle when the 
plague crossed the border, and a deposit 
ot a large sum of money was left on it. 
So convinced were the Newcastle folk 
of Us plague scaring efficacy that they 
actually wanted to retain the Lee penny 
and forfeit the deposit. 


The Lee penny, which is in the custody 


in Lee House of Sir Simon Macdonnld 
Lockhart, the present head of the fami- 
ly, is simply a small, triangular pebble 
set in an old silver coin.
